Citizens’ Association Charges 
Extravagance in Employ- 
ment of South Side 
Collectors. 


Appeal Made to Justices Not to 
Audit Another Such Bill as 
That for Week Ended 

Feb. 22.

TIME TO CLOSE WORK MONDAY. 


Extra vagance in the management of the 
South Town offices again is charged by the 
Citizens’ association. The employment of 
137 men, nearly all collectors, with a pay 
roll of $3,415 for one week, brought out the 
protest. It is directed to the justices, who 
have the auditing of the bills, and intimates 
that if the board does not take some action 
to stop the alleged wasting of funds the 
Citizens’ association will resort to the 
courts. 

The last pay roll dudited by the justices, 
for the week ending Feb. 22, was received 
yesterday by Secretary Hoyt King of the 
Citizens’ association. On examination he 
found that while the roll contained twenty- 
five names less than last year it still held 
enough to bring the cost to the town to a 
sum equal to half the money spent in one 
year in collecting the taxes for Lake View. 
He drafted a letter to the justices which was 
signed by President George E. Cole and sent 
to the South Town offices in the Stock Ex- 
change Building. 


Letter to the Justices. 

The letter is as follows: 

We call your attention to the fact that 
there were 187 men on the South Town pay 
roll last week at $5 a day. Any man of in- 
telligence knows that that number of men 
cannot be used to advantage in collecting the 
taxes within the district bounded by the 


river on the north and west, on the east by 
the fake, and extending to Thirty-ninth 


street. The claim that this money is eurned 
is absurd. The time for arguing over the 
matter, or going into detail, is past. It has 
been argued year after year. 
knows, and you know, that such a pay rollas 
the above means graft and rake-off. 

** No man having the interest of the public 
or his own interest at heart can afford to 
permit a continuance of this condition of 
affairs. 

Tou, and each of you, as members of the 
Board of Audit know your duty, and the 
public knows your duty. Your duty is to 
stand between the treasury and such petty 
and grand larceny as was committed while 
you sat as the Board of Audit last year..“ 


Town Board Hard to Circumvent. 

“The Citizens’ association is determined 
to do what it can to stop the wholesale ex- 
penditure of town funds, said Secretary 
King, “ but we are placed in a position where 
it is hard for us to doanything. Theevident 
intention of the South Town officers is to 
keep within the bounds of the law, which 
allows them 2 per cent to run the office. From 
appearances, it seems to be the intention of 
Collector Morris Fitzgerald not to spend 
more than Collector Fuller did last year. 
Under the law, Mr. Fuller could have drawn 
$80,367. He managed to spend $56,523. Col- 


$77,783. He spent $49,500. 

After a careful study of the situation 
from a business standpoint we are satisfied 
that a force of twenty collectors could look 
after the South Town collections without 
overworking themselves. They have a small 
district, and, properly divided, there would 
be no difficully.”’ 

The letter was presented to the Town 
board yesterday afternoon at 5 o’clock. 
After it had been read the board adjourned 
until next Friday afternoon because of the 
death of one of its members, Justice Wal- 


lace. 
Reason of the Justices. 

There is nothing we can do,“ said Justice 
Martin, chairman of the board. These 
men make affidavit that they have per- 
formed the work, and the town is indebted 
to them for it. If we do not pay them they 
will go, into the country to some underbrush 
justice and obtain a judgment, which the 
town will have to pay or spend more than the 
sum due them in fighting it. A large force 
is necessary to collect the money.“ 

The Town of West Chicago covers a much 
larger territory than the South Town, yet 
the pay roll of the West Side Collector for 
the same week in which Collector Fitzgerald 
employed 137 men contained seventy-nine 
men. The Hyde Park Collector had twenty- 
three men, the’ North Town twenty-three, 
and Lake View seven during the same week. 
These forces are considered sufficiently large 
to satisfy even the politicians, who demand 
places for their friends in those towns. 

The Collector’s office is supposed to close 
on Monday, March 10, and the Ci * asso- 
clation means that it shall close’ year. 
Last year Collector Henry Fuller gent out 


} collectors and the board audited their gal- 


aries up to election day. 

Martin Murphy, Collector of the Town of 
Lake last year, who was fined $240 for con- 
tempt of court by Judge Dunne, failed to 
perfect his case for appeal and has agreed 
to settle. Murphy was accuséd of having 
paid out money to men who did not work, 
disregarding the court's order in so doing. 

Calls on Collectors for Funds, 

City Controller McGann has stirred up the 
Town Collectors by demanding funds. No 
money has been -turned oyer to the city yet 
except $50,000 paid in by Collector Solomon of 
the North Town. The Controller, pointing 
out that the law demands turning over of 
collections every ten days, adds: 

“Now, by virtue of the authority vested in 
me, I demand of you that you immediately 
make such statement for delivery to this de- 
partment covering the first thirty days be- 
“ginning with the day after the receipt by you 
of the first Collector's warrant, and that at 
the same time you pay over to the Treasyrer 
of the city whatever may be due it on ac- 
count’ of such collections shown by such 


statement.”

PORPEIT BAIL OF $80,000 


B. D. GREENE AND J. F. GAYNOR 
FAL TO FACE COURT. 


Bench Warrants for Their Arrest Is< 
sued—Judge Speer at Savannah De- 
nounces Men Who Are Accused of 
Frauds Against the Government and 
Who Long Have Escaped ria 
Millions of Dollars Involved in the 
Affair—Echo of Capt. Carter Case. 


Savannah, Ga., March 7.—[Special.]—Ball 
bonds of a total of $80,000 were declared for- 
feited in the cases of Benjamin D. Greene 
and John F. Gaynor today and bench war- 
rants were issued for the arrest of the two 
men. 

The action was taken by Judge Emory 
Speer of the United States Circuit Court 
when Greene and Gaynor failed to appear 
to answer charges of conspiracy against the 
United States in connection with the al- 
leged frauds for which Captain Obérlin M. 
Carter is serving a term. in a federal prison. 

William T. and Edward H. Gaynor were in 
court and were arraigned on the new indict- 
ment recently found against them and the 
others. A plea in abatement was presented 
by their attorneys. 

The bonds for B. D. Greene and John F. 
Gaynor are for $40,000 each. Greene's is 
signed by James D. Leary of New York, and 
Gaynor’s by William B. Kirk of Syracuse. 


Judge Denounces Missing Men. 


Judge Speer took occasion to announce 
from the bench his disapproval of the man- 
ner in which the missing defendants have 
treated the case against them. He said they 
have been trifling with justice, and con- 
tinued: 

This is a case which calls for the prompt 
and unremitting exercise of the executive 
powers of the government until these re- 
calcitrant defendants, D. B. Greene and 
John F. Gaynor, are brought to the bar 
of this court for trial. They have been in- 
dicted* by two successive grand juries for 
alleged frauds upon the public treasury of 
‘thé most stupendous character. 

“If the charges in the indictment are true 
their peculations amount to hundreds of 
thousa is, perhaps millions, of dollars. 


Government Pays Big Expense. 

They re first indicted more than two 
years ago, and after successfully delaying 
the executi@n of the process of a court of the 
United States and placing an enormous cost 
upon the government in the attempt to en- 
force its authority, they finally were com- 
pelled to appear for trial at this term of the 
court. 

“The term has lasted nearly a month. It 
has been almost entirely devoted to the 
laborious and careful disposition of dilatory 
or preliminary objections interposed by their 
counsel, and when finally ordered to appear 
and plead, as they were bound to do by their 
bond, in apparent disregard of the authority 
of the law they are now fugitives. They 
are both, I learn, men of fine intelligence. 
They, as well as do their counsel here and 
elsewhere, fully understand their duty to be 
present. 

„The government officers have been at 
great labor and the government itself at 
great expense in preparing for their trial. 
Indeed, the conduct of these men, ynex~- 


plained with regard to their 


is an outrage upon public justice. 
Seeking to Defeat Justice. 

„From the inception of their efforts to 
delay or defeat the trial upon indictment for 
the serious charges preferred against them 
this court has done all in its power to en- 
force its regular process to bring about the 
speedy and impartial trial contemplated by 
the constitution in the usual and orderly 
manner established not only by the statutes 
but by the time-honored precedents of the 
United States courts. 

„The case dragged its slow length long 
before the commissioner and district jury 
in New York and was thence carried to the 
Supreme Court of the United States. After 
final judgment of that high tribunal, the 
accused were compelled to come here for 
trial, and its most baneful effect is the ex- 
ample it offered of the paralysis of the law.“ 

Gaynor formerly was prominent in New 
York Democratic State politics, having at 
one time represented Onondaga County in 
the Democratic State committee. He was 
also at one time on Governor Hill's military 


staff. 


THREE HUNTERS CAPSIZED 
IN LAKE OFF ROGERS PARK. 


Attempt to Secure More Game Causes 
Boat to Upset—Dog Drowned, Gun 
Lost, Men Rescued. 


— Three hunters in a small sailboat off Rog- 
ers Park killed and captured forty-eight 
ducks yesterday. They were not satisfied. 
On the forty-ninth attempt the boat struck 
an ice floe, upset, sent their shotguns and 
paraphernalia to the bottom of the lake, 
drowned their hunting dog, who became 
caught in the sail, and gave them a battle 
with the icy water in which they finally were 
saved only after a desperate struggle, two 
fishermen living along the shore effecting 
their rescue. 

M. E. Smith, Harry Palmer, and Jack’ 
Maher were on their way home with their 
game when Smith saw one lone duck flying 
in their direction. He signaled his com- 
panions to lie flat in the boat and prepared 
to shoot. Meantime the boat was drifting 
rapidly, with none giving attention to its 
course. It struck an ice floe and upset, all 
three occupants being dumped into the lake. 

Smith and Maher seized hold of floating ice, 
but were compelled to go after Palmer, who 
was unable to help himself, becoming 
numbed by the cold water. After a struggle 
they succeeded in getting him to the piece 
ot ice, and there the trio remained until 
their shouts attracted Herman Milling and 
John Yeager, two fishermen, who went to 
their rescue in a rowboat.

Wealthy Woman Entertains Eight Bos- 
ton Friends at 25 Cents a Plate 


Boston, Mass., March 7.—[{Spécial.}]—Mrs. 
Hetty Green gave a dinner to some friends 
here this evening.

The guests 
were three lawyers, Miss Floretta Vining and 
her private secretary, a Miss Heminway, and 
two others, It was an enjoyable affair, and 
the proprietor of the boarding-house on Ash- 
burton place, where the dinner was given, 
says he never expects to havea richer woman 
at his table than Mrs. Green.

DOUBLE HOLDUP, | 
SHOTS, CAPTURE 


Two Daring Robberies Com- 
mitted on the North Side 
ut 2 O'Clock This 
Morning. 


POLICE PURSUE, FIRING. 


Nobody Hurt by Rain of Bullets, 
but Four Are Arrested, 
All but One Iden- 
tified. 


CASE ON THE SOUTH SIDE. 


Holdup men became aggressive in the near 
North Side at 2 o'clock this morning, and 
the result was a genera! police raid, a great 
deal of burned powder, and finally the cap- 
ature pf four—three of whom are identified 
robbers. 

The first victims of the holdup men were 
Al Erickson and C. D. Larson, clerks, who 
were göing to their home at the Mentone | 
Hotel, Erie street and Dearborn avenue, just 
before 2 o' clock. 

In Huron street, just off Clark, they were 
met by four robbers, who proceeded to 
dispossess them of two watches and $15 in 
money. The victims made no resistance and 
the robbers ran west in Huron street. 


Rob While Being Pursued. 

A minute or two later the two clerks en- 
countered Policeman Kenny and told him of 
the holdup. He started at once in pursuit. 
They were still a sight—near Franklin 
street, where they took time to stop and 
holdup another pedestrian, H. A. Bright of 
28 Temple street, securing from him one 
watch and $6 in money. 

At this juncture Policeman Kenny found 
three city detectives, Abbey, Rohan, and 
Mullins. They all joined in the chase and 
followed the robbers north in Franklin street 
They began to shoot at the 
fleeing robbers, who, by this time, had divid- 
ed, three running west in Chicago avenue and 
one continuing north under the shadows of 
the Northwestern L road. 


Stops to Fire, Is Captured. 

This latter robber stopped to reply to the 
shots that were raining about him, and the 
oncoming detectives were able to capture 
him, without, however, inflicting any wounds 
or receiving any. 

One of the other robbers turned out at Chi- 
cago avenue into Sedgwick street, and De- 
tective Abbey’s bullets finally brought him to 
a standstill. 

At this time one of the other robber had 
doubied on his tracks and a crowd had gath- 
ered. The revolver shots from the police- 
men actually were fired over the heads of 
the bystanders and none was hurt. 

The total number of arrests made was 
four. Two of them were identified by Erick- 
son and Larson. A third prisoner gave his 
name as Frank Foster, and he was identified 
by. Mr. Bright. The fourth man is held as a 
suspect. 

Before the shooting ceased patrol wagons 
and an ambulance from the East Chicago 
Avenue Station were on the scene, in charge 
of Lieutenant Miller. It is estimated that 
fifty shots in all were fired. No injuries are 
reported. 

§urprises Burglars at Work. 

George Mann of 2961 Cottage Grove ave- 
nue forced his way into his own house last 
night and surprised three burglars engaged 
in looting the premises. In the fight with the 
robbers which followed he received a slight 
bullet wound in the hand and inflicted what 
he believes is a serious wound on one of the 
men. Mann varied the monotony of or- 
dinary procedure by taking the revolyer with 
which the shooting was done from tie hands 
of one of the burglars and turning ‘it upon 
the invaders. 

Mann is tall, well built, and inclined to 
athletics. He conducts a baker's shop at 449 
West Madison street, and Friday night is 
the only one in the week that finds him at 
his own doorway before midnight. 

When he arrived at his house between 10 
and 11 o'clock last night he found the door 
secured against him, and by a brief investi- 
gation discovered robbers were engaged in 
ransacking the place. Instead of going for 
the police he decjded to give battle single- 
handed. Accordingly he threw his full 
weight against the door. 

Robbers Try a Ruse. 

The robbers had planned for such an attack 
by piling furniture against the door. Mann's 
repeated batterings, however, soon had et- 
fect and the door partly opened. From the 
inside came voices warning Mann to desist 
and telling him he would be shot the mo- 
ment he put his head inside the door. Al- 
though he was not armed, Mann continued 
his efforts to force an entrance. 

Finally the thieves decided to remove part 
of the barricade and allow Mann to enter. 
They arranged the door with only one light 
piece of furniture against it. So the next 
time Mann hurled himself against it he went 
sprawling into the room and on to the floor. 
The thieves were upon his back in a moment, 
but were unable to pinion his arms. At once 
a struggle began for possession of the re- 
volver. Mann once got hold of it just as the 
robber was attempting to press the muzzle 
against his left temple. The result was the 
discharge of the weapon, making a powder 
burn on Mann’s left hand. 


Mann Secures the Weapon. 

The next moment he wrenched the weapon 
from the grasp of the robber, and the trio 
stood at bay with their only weapon turned 
against them. Instead of making a dash 
to recover the revolver, they turned to the 
half open door and attempted to escape from 
the house. Mann fired as the men hurried 
toward the door. As the shot rang out the 
foremost of the men placed his hand on his 
left shoulder as if wounded, but the wound 
was not sufficient to bring him to the floor. 
Then the revolver in Mann’s hand refused 
to snap again and the men escaped. 

From the appearance of the interior of the 
house the robbers must have been at work 
several hours when Mann arrived. The place 
had been thoroughly searched and material 
worth $2 ready to be carried away.

In pursuance of the dragnet plan, two 
men, giving the names of Joseph Thurston 
and Daniel McCarthy, were arrested at 1 
o’clock this morning on suspicion of harbor- 
ing an intention to hold up the agent of the 
South Side Elevated road at Congress street.

o clock, paid their fare, and passed on to thie 
platform, where they were seen peering into 
the window.

PLANS ‘SNAP CONVENTION 


YATES NOW THINKS HE CONTROLS 
STATE CENTRAL COMMITTEE. 


Ready to Call Nominating Meeting in 
May and Secure Indorsement of Hop- 
kins in Hurry—Orders Henchmen to 
Fight Instructions Except for the 
Aurora Man, and Trade Everything 
for Delegates — Uses Patronage to 
Add to His Power. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT. ] 1. 
Springfield, III., 
Governor Yates believes that after many 
months’ weary watching he has secured a 
majority of the State Central committee, and 
as soon as he can will snap a State con- 
vention, to be held in.May. He thinks he 
has gained control of sixteen votes, or a 
working majority, of the committee. If he 


can hold these men in line he will “snap” | 


a State convention as quickly as he can. 
Great wonderment has been expressed 
among the Republicans of the State as to 
why it was the State committee did not hold 
its customary biénnial meeting and an- 
nounce the time for the State convention. 
The Yates outfit said it was unnecessary to 
convene the committee, and the convention 
would be held in June or July. They knew 
full well they did not have a majority of the 
committee and they were killing time until 
Governor Yates could achieve this result by 
using patronage or the promise thereof. 


Members Brought Into Line. 


The subterfuge has worked exceedingly 
well up to this time. Every member of the 
committee who was not in thorough accord 
with Yates and Rowe was tested with a view 
of bringing him into the Yates camp. Mr, 
Grigsby, from the Pike County district, came 
into line in return for a little office, and oth- 
ers yielded to the Governor's blandishments 
of the State pay roll. And now the Gov- 
ernor thinks he is in the saddle. 

The State Central committee will, if Gov- 
ernor Yates has his way, name Lieutenant 
Governor Northcott, who will come to the 
convention as a delegate fresh from the 
people, as Temporary Chairman. North- 
cott realized long ago that the Republicans 
of Bond County were weary of him and 
Cicero J. Lindley and would count ten on 
them at the first opportunity. So he got a 
majority of 4he County Central committee 
on his side, secured a proxy, and bossed the 
work for himself and Lindley. It was North- 
cott’s only chance. He could get in the State 
convention no other way. So he did the only 
thing he could. 

The State is rumbling with discontent and 
disgust over Northcott's actions. It hurts 
the Yates cause, and many of the Governor's 
closest advisers say Northcott made a fatal 
mistake when he elected⸗himself to the State 
convention. If these protests continue it 
may be necessary to throw Northcott over- 
board, thus “lightening ship,” and name 
some other man for Temporary Chairman. 


Wants to Control Convention. 
Governor Yates’ instructions to his bosses 
are these: 
“ Prevent instructions for any Senatorial 
candidate other than Hopkins, trade off if 
need be, everything for the delegates to the 


This méans the Governor hopes to land 
the organization of the convention and in- 
struct for Hopkins. Then the party mem- 
bers of the Assembly would be of no moment 
because they would be bound by the instruc- 
tions.

The stem and bow plates were so torn and 
twisted that it seems marvelous that the 
Harmonides escaped sinking. As it was, the 
pteamer had to be towed into port. 


i Pasengers Lose Their All. 

Many of the passengers are heavy losers by 
reason of the disaster, a Mrs. Hanson of 
Chicago, a widow, losing quite a sum of 

. The Captain of the Waesland had 
on board his thirty-five years’ savings, in 
gpecie, but he would not attempt to leave 
the bridge to fetch the money until all the 
passengers were safely in the boats. Then 
it was too late to go below. 

When the Harmonides arrived here the 
decks were crowded with half-cldd passen- 
gers of the Waesland. So hurried was the 
departure of the passengers from the sink- 
ing ship that in some cases they were only 
covered by blankets, and handkerchiefs were 
their only headgear. 

The report that only two of the passengers 
pf the Waesland, a man and a child, lost 
their lives is confirmed. In addition, one 
roman was injured. 


Both Ships Steaming Slowly. 

When the disaster occurred Wednesday 
night the two vessels were steaming slowly 
off the coast of the Island of Anglesey.” The 
Harmonides crashed head-on into the Waes- 
land and backed away, but once again struck 
the then sinking ship, making a great gap 
in the Waesland’s side. 

The passengers rushed on deck in a panic, 
but were soon reassured by the officers. The 
boats were quickly lowered, but the opera- 
tion resulted in two fatalities. The end of 
one of the lifeboats slipped from its davit 
and precipitated the occupants of the boat 
into the sea. A steerage passenger, Edward 
Dangerfield of Kansas, struck his head 


against the boat’s fittings and was4nstantly 


killed, and Elsie Emmett, 12°years old, the 
daughter of the Rey. A. Emmett, was 
Growned. The othér persons who were in 
the boat were picked up.

LONDON, March 8, 3 a. m.—A dispatch to 
the. Daily Mail from Horta, Azore Islands, 
dated March 7, says the Cunard line steamer 
Etruria is hourly expected at that port. 

About 7 o’clock of the evening of Feb. 26, 
continues the correspondent of the Mail, a 
rumbling in the engine-room of the Etruria, 
followed by a crash, announced that the 
propeller had gone, and it was soon discoy- 
ered it had carried the rudder away with it. 

The Etruria was then in latitude 40.08 de- 
grees north, longtitude 40.36 degrees west. 
The liner was experiencing fine weather, al- 
though not long before the weather had been 
boisterous. There was noexcitement among 
the passengers when they learned of the 
accident. They dined and spent the evening 
in their usual manner. 


Tries to Recall Umbria. 

An hour previous to losing the propeller 
the Etruria had exchanged good night sig- 
nals with the steamer Umbria at a distance 
of about forty miles, and had dispatched 
various wireless telegraphic messages from 
its passengers for delivery in New York. 
Immediately after the accident the Etruria 
tried, but unsuccessfully, again to call up 
the Umbria. 
The same night the British steamer William 
Cliff was signaled. The William Cliff stood 
by the Etruria until daylight when an ar- 
rangement was made to tow the Cunarder. 
On the morning of Feb. 27 the British tank 
steamer Ottawa, from Philadelphia, Feb, 17, 
was sighted. The Ottawa stood by the 
Etruria until March 2. 

Nearly two days were spent in rigging a 
jury rudder, during which time the Etruria 
was towed less than fifty miles. 


Anxiety at New York. 

New York, March 7.—The New York agents 
of the Etruria were besieged today with in- 
quiries for information from the disabled 
steamer Etruria and its passengers. The 
agents said they had received no further in- 
formation of the Etruria, and all they were 
able to say was that the steamer Elbe will 
take off the Etruria’s passengers and trans- 
fer them to Liverpool.

EDWARD VII. CRITICISED IN A 
LONDON PULPIT. 


Preacher at the City Temple Applaud- 
ed by His Congregation When, with

MYSTERY CLEARED UP BY MAN-

of a physician would have been useless, it 
is said, even if it had been known. 


Found Lying on the Floor. 


As Manager De Maras told the story yes- 
terday, Mr. Davidson entered the bathrooms 
at 9 o’clock Sunday morning. The manager 
ordered that he be not taken to the hotroom, 
and Martin, the attendant, gave him the 


rub. He was starting for his room when he 


discovered that he had slipped his keys off 
his wrist and had left them in the bath. 
Martin left him a moment to get the keys, 
and when he stepped back he found the 
man lying on the floor. Davidson's position 
indicated that he had partially turned 
around and had fallen sideways. 

I left the place’soon after Davidson came 
in,“ said Manager De Maras, and when I 
came back Monday morning they told me 
he was ill. I had a physician called and an 
examination made. I did not know at the 
time that he had a fall.“ 

Drinking Story Disputed. 

The relatives of Mr. Davidson object to 
the statements of Manager De Maras that 
the man was much intoxicated. It is 
claimed that after he arrived in the city 
from St. Louis he went to his offices in the 
Silversmith Building and arranged his pa- 
pers systematically and in a way that he 
could not have done if he had been much 
intoxicated.

and so the authorities at the White House 
have not considered it necessary to make 
Official statement regarding her failure to 
attend the coronation. The President was 
never desirous of having his daughter go 
abroad. He yielded to her repeated requests, 


but with the express proviso that her visit 


must be so arranged as to be devoid of any 
official significance. 1 

The German government. however, in- 
vited Miss Roosevelt to visit as the guest of 
the Emperor. This was partially as a 
courtesy in recognition of her having chris- 
tened the. Emperor's yacht, but it was more 
particularly the expression of the desire of 
the German Emperor to make an official re- 
turn for the unusual reception accorded to 
Prince Henry.

_“ White House, Washington, D. C., March 
6—Sir:, I have signed the act providing for 
a permanent Census bureau. Section 2 of 
this act provides that the work pertaining 
to the twelfth census shall be carried on by 
the Census office under the existing organ- 
ization ‘until the first day of July, when the 
permanent Census office herein provided for 
—_ be organized by the Director of the 
Census.

ways:: 

In the first place, from the present em- 
ployés of the Census office; and, in the sec- 
ond place, all new appointments to be made 
in. accordance with the civil service law.

I have been over these two sections care- 
fully with the Attorney General, and their 
construction seems to be perfectly clear.

On that day he 
will, with your, permission, appoint such 
members of the)present force under him as 
will constitute the permanent census force, 
appointing only so many as are to be perma- 
nently employed..

Board Refuses to Continue 
Joliet Hearing and Appeal 
Is Made to Yates. 


WARDEN IS ACCUSED. 


Charged with Handling Contract- 
ors’ Fund to Defeat Union 

Labor Laws. 

REVEALED IN OPEN LETTER. 


The Business-Men's association of Joliet 
has carried its fight for impartial and non- 
partisan management of the affairs of the 
Joliet Penitentiary direct to Governor Yates. 
Having failed yesterday to secufe a prom- 
ised second meeting with the Prison board 
that went in with the Yates administration, 
a step was taken over the heads of the com- 
missioners, and the Governor will be asked 
to act. 

Following this decision W. M. Cochrane, a 
prison labor contractor, publicly admitted 
that he and other similar contractors in all 
parts of the country have contributed regu- 
larly for years to defeat proposed State and 
national legislation advocated by union 
labor and directed against the convict con- 
tract system. 


Open Letter to Yates. 

In an open letter addressed to Governor 
Yates and signed by Mr. Cochrane, who is 
President of the Joliet Reed and Rattan 
company, charges are made that Warden E. 
J. Murphy has been fostering the interests 
of contractors for convict labor, and has 
aided in defeating legislation against the 
present system which was proposed by rep- 
resentatives of organized labor. 

It also is charged that prison contractors 
have been as*essed to defray the cost of this 
prolonged fight, and that schemes “ to resist 
labor unlons were hatched in the warden’s 
office. 

Mr. Cochrane for more than sixteen years 
held the reed and rattan contract in the Joliet 
prison. He wag ousted by the Yates board 
several weeks ago and the concession given 
to the Illinois Rattan and Reed company, in 
what is characterized as an unbusiness- 
like and mysterious manner.“ One of the 
seasons given by the board for its action 
was that Mr. Cochrane was unfriendly and 
antagonistic to union labor. Yesterday Mr. 
Cochrane took up this charge and gave Gov- } 
ernor Yates a detailed account of the doings 
of the “inner circle,” of which he admits 
having been a member. He says he paid 
$458.33 in assessments during 1901. 


Reveals Supposed Secrets. 

‘The facts are,“ he says In his letter to the 
Governor, that this warden’s office is the 
one place in the wide world to my knowledge 
where opposition to labor unions is freely 
discussed and plans made for circumventing 
the organized enemy represented by labor 
unions. Many a time I haye discussed such 
questions with both contractorsand officials 
in this office, and never once has there been a 
word of discord on the main question—re- 
sisting labor unions. \

BURNED TO DEATH: NO FIRE. 


Charred Body of Mrs. J. M. Howard 
Found with No Signs of 
Flames Near. 


Winsted, Conn., March 7.—[Special.]—The 
body of Mrs. James M. Howard, burned to a 


crisp, was found this afternoon, hanging 
over a potato bin in the cellar of her house. 


“The warden's office has been the place 
where all arrangements were made for lob- 
bying against unfriendly legislation and as- 
sessing the contractors to pay the expense.

ficiary of the present action of the, Prison 
board; but of late, especially since Mr. Mur- 
phy has been warden, we have depended on 
him to take care of our interests.“ 


Makes Charge of Trickery. 

Mr. Cochrane openly charges in his letter 
that he was “ fllm-flammed out of his con- 
tract through a plot laid by the Prison board 
and Warden Murphy, and the concession 
given to a new and then unincorporated firm, 
composed of A. D. Martin of Kentucky, J. 
W. Campbell of Cincinnati, and E. D. Brain- 
erd of Chicago. 

„President Buckingham says,“ continues 
Mr. Cochrane, that when he reached the 
prison on Thursday afternoon, Sept. 12, the 
day before the board was to meet, A. D. Mar- 
tin and J .W. Campbell were present. They 
remained over night as the guests of the 
| Warden and were present at the meeting of 
the board the next morning, though Warden 
Murphy told me the Saturday evening fol- 
lowing the meeting that he knew nothing 
about the matter until after the contract 
was let. 

TI asked to meet the board the next morn- 
ing to renew my contract, but he said the 
board would not have time at that meeting 
to take up my matter. Mr. Campbell and 
Mr. Martin were then in the house, with the 
contract all ready to execute. Mr. Bucking- 
ham had already been with them, and it is 


sent for me at 5p. m. to meet Mr. Bucking- 
ham it was a trap carefully planned not only 
to prevent me from being present at the 
meeting but to draw me into a conversation 
that could be used to justify their action in 
taking away my contract. All of the reasons 
assigned for depriving me of the contract 
were discovered in the short space of half an 
hour at this little interview. 


Denied Chance to Bid. 

„At the first opportunity I had of meeting 
the board I protested against its action in 
letting my men without allowing me the 
chance to bid on them. I explained that with 
my large investment I could not go out of the 
penitentiary on such short notice except at 
a sacrifice of at least $50,000. I made them 
an offer to’take 500 men at 65 cents per day. 
John Lambert joined me in the bid and 
offered to sign my bond. This offer by me 
was refused, although there were more than 
that number of men in the prison that were 
just as available as My men were, and yet 
were only earning 50 cents per day. 

“This offer, covering the term of four 
years, would have netted the State $93,000 
more than it is now receiving.“ 


Secrets of Prison Records. 


It is rumored that the books of the prison 
will show delinquencies in payment for con- 
viet labor, involving one of the men inter- 
ested in the company that recently secured 
the reed and rattan contract. Efforts have 
been made by Colonel Fred Bennitt, attorney 
for Mr. Cochrane, to get at the books, but

PRINCE HENRY’S 
TOUR Is ENDED. 


Kaiser’s Brother Visits Albany 
and West Point—Returns 
to New York. 


PLEASED WITH HIS TRIP, 


Royal Envoy Issues Card of 


Thanks for Kindness of 
South and West. 


SAYS IT’S A GREAT COUNTRY. 


— 


New York, March 7.—Prince Henry of 
Prussia today completed his tour and is 
once more in New York, where he will re- 
main until Monday, when he goes to Phila- 
delphia. He was absent from the city for 
nine days, during which time his special 
train was within the territory of thirteen 
States and logged a total distance of 4,358 
miles. He was greatly pleased with his trip, 
and tonight, through his aid, Captain von 
Miiller, issued a statement expressing hjs 
satisfaction at the opportunity which came 
to him and his gratification at the cordiality 
with which he was received throughout the 
country. Captain von Miiller said: 

His Royal Highness is much pleased by 
his trip into the interior of the United States. 
He is fully aware of the fact that he has 
had only a superficial glimpse of » small por- 
tion of the United States, and that he might 
perhaps have used his time to greater ad- 
vantage had he remained in one of the larger 
cities of the East. But he is convinced, 
nevertheless, that, considering the character 
of his mission, the trip was the right thing 
for him to do. 

In making it he has obtained a fair idea 
of the vastness of the.cvuntrw and its re- 
sources, which the capital of the United 
States and the great commercial centers of 
the East alone could not Lave given him. 


Values His Hearty Welcome. 


‘But more than this impression he values 
the hearty welcome which he met in all the 
places he went through, a welcome that 
showed him how the pecple of the United 
States everywhere understood and appre- 
ciated the intention of the German Emperor 
in sending him here. | 

“The Prince made a speech in St. Louis 
in which he said he regretted not to have 
been able always to express uis thanks to 
those who greeted him at the railway sta- 
tions, or who otherwise desired to show him 
their respects. He wishes to heve the intent 
of that speech conveyed to all those who, in 
the course of the trip, gave him such a cor- 
dial reception, and especially he wishes to 
express his thanks to those who, early in 
the morning, when he was not prepared and 
still in bed, welcomed him with music and 
cheers, 

“The receptions by the great cities of the 
South and the middle West were more than 
he ever had expected, and so were the recep- 
tions in the East. But his yal Highness 
is equally thankful for what the smaller 
places ¢id in showing him their good will, 
though the train in such places stopped only 
a few minutes, and frequently not at all. 

„ Altogether the Prince is most gratified 
by his trip, and shall never forget how the 
American people everywhere met him with 
hospitality and sympathy.” | 

Sees Albany and West Point. 
Prince Henry's last day on the special train 
which carried him to the South, West, and 
East rivaled in interest any of the others 
spent by the Prince on the tour, for it began 
with a visit to Albany, included a run in 
bright sunlight down the west shore of the 
Hudson River, and closed with a reception 
at the United States Military Academy at 
West Point. 

Albany was reached at 8:30 o’clock, and 
Mayor Gaus, in behalf of the city, and Gov- 
ernor Odell, for the State, met the Prince at 
Union Station with formal official greetings. 
Then, under cavalry escort, he drove to the 
City Hall and Capitol to return the courtesy 
shown him. The people of the city, lined the 
route throughout, and their cheers sounded 
in popular welcome. 

The Prince was received by the two Houses 
of thé Legislature, and returned his thanks 
to their presiding officers for the honor. He 
looked through the Capitol, and, returning 
under guard of cavalry, infantry, and poliee, 
to the Union Station, left at 10:30 o’clock for 
West Point. 


Unsheaths Washington’s Sword. 


While at Albany the Prince inspected the 

sword presented by Frederick the Great to 
George Washington. He said that it gave 
him extreme pleasure to see and handle 
it, and that it should ever be guarded as the 
gift of one great General to another. 
The exhibition of the sword was attended 
by a peculiar incident. Washington willed 
his five swords to his five nephews, with the 
proviso that they should not be drawn from 
their scabbard unless in the defense of the 
country.“ The sword presented by Fred- 
erick the Great has been strictly kept in 
scabbard, in compliance with the provisions 
of the will. When it was handed to Prince 
Henry he drew the blade from the scabbard. 
Of course he did not know of the provisions 
of the will, but he had, nevertheless, inno- 
cently violated them. No mention of the 
fact was made to the Prince. 


Inspects the Cadets. 

West Point was reached at 2 o'clock, and 
the Prince was received with the military 
honor due his place in the naval service of 
his country. Colonel Mills came to the sta- 
tion with a number of the officers of the 
academy, and with a troop of cavalry drove 
him to the parade ground on the heights 
above. As the cavalry escort showed at the 
brow of the inclined road Knox Battery 
fired twenty-one guns. The cadets formed 
in six companies, were at once marched on | 
the field, and the Prince, with Colonel Mills 
and their respective staffs, inspected them. 

Dress parade followed, with the Prince as 
reviewing officer. The cadets, in their hand-

NEW BOOKS OF THE WEE

i ONDON, Feb. 27.—In an article by Mrs. 
Creighton in Longman’s Magazine I 
notice that the historian John R. 
Green was accustomed to seek re- 
itself is not an unusual form of relaxation, 
but Green read by preference not the sort 
of novels one would naturally expect a man 
of his intellect and culture would read, but 
the sort of novels that ordinarily appeal to 
an uneducated taste. Miss Braddon seems to 
have been his favorite author, and it is evi- 
dent that he cared little for psychology or 
the analysis of character. 7 
It is a curious fact that the ablest men are 
prone to read the poorest novels and to find 
enjoyment in so doing. Stevenson could ap- 
preciate a good novel at least as well as any 
man living, but, although he read novels 
that were worth reading, he took great de- 
light in what were really no better than 
third-class novels of adventure. From his 


letters it appears that among French nov- 


elists he did not care so much for the mas- 
ters of fiction as he did for the third and 
fourth rate men. I have little doubt that, 
had he ever made the acquaintance of the 
novels of the late Mr. Sylvanus Cobb he 
would have read them with avidity. The 
truth seems to be that when an artist like 
Stevenson or a profound thinker and worker 
like Green feels the need of rest, he turns 
not to books that require thought but to 
those which require none. It is, therefore, a 
mistake to assume that the best novelists 
write only for the cultivated few, and that 
the novelists who are popular with the mul- 
titude are read only by them. If we knew 
the truth, we should probably find that the 
men who are capable of appreciating Haw- 
thorne and Thackeray are by no means ex- 
clusively devoted to writers of the first 
class. In secret they love to read novels 
that deal only with adventure, and they still 
retain their youthful delight in stories of 
pirates and detectives. This ought to con- 
sole to some extent the writer who knows 
that he writes rubbish. His last new detec- 
tive story of Russian Nihilists or of the 
Kings and Queens of some imaginary 
Balkan kingdom may be delighting Lord 
Salisbury or even Mr. Meredith. 


— 

It is strange that the Bacon lunacy is so 
persistent. Facts seem to make no im- 
pression on the man who has once made up 
his mind that Bacon wrote not merely 
Shakspeare’s plays but nearly everything 
that was written up to the time of Bacon's 
death, and several books that were written 
long afterward. It has been conclusively 
shown that the so-called ciphers of Ignatius 
Donnelly and Mrs. Gallup have no existence, 
except that which is due to coincidence and 
to perversion, and that even if what Mrs. 
Gallup professes to find in her cipher were 
there, it would prove that the author of the 
cipher was familiar with books and events 
which had no existence until long after Ba- 
con's death. The believer in the cipher and 
in the preposterous theory that Bacon wrote 
Ghakspeare’s plays pays no heed to any 
demonstration that conflicts with his belief. 
He calmly persists in his delusion and will 
persist in it so long as life te in him. 

This can be explained. only by the theory 
thaf there is a Baconian microbe that makes 
its way into the brains—or vacant spaces— 
of certain men and women, and compels 
them to believe in Donnelly and Gallup and 
their kind. It is a pity that Pasteur died 
before beginning search for this microbe, 
for it As possible that he might have found 
it as well as the antitoxin that would exter- 
minate it. The disease is growing in Eng- 
land, and the unfortunate case of Mr. Mal- 
lock has brought it into universal notice. 
It is rather more sad than the prevalence 
of the smallpox in London, for one may re- 
cover fror an attack of smallpox, but from 
an attack of the Baconian delusion there has 
as yet been no recovery. :

J. B. Lippincott company. This edition, whith 
has been prepared under the especial direc- 
tion of David Patrick, LL.

Trustees Report on Charges Made by 
Citizens’ Association and Assert 
That Instituticn Is Well Managed. 


The special committee appointed by the 
Board of Education to investigate the state 
of affairs at the West Side supply house in 
answer to charges of extravagance made by 
the Citizens’ association has made its report. 
The report contains no allusion to the 
charges made by the association. It makes 
a statement which show that the instifu- 
tion is a necessity, and that it is not ex- 
travagantly managed. 

The report was presented to the Buildings 
and Grounds committee yesterday. Trus- 
tees Wolff, Vopicka, and Holmes were the 
members who conducted the investigation, 
About the only extravagance they could un- 
earth was the use of electric light, which 
they said constituted a basis for highway 
robbery by the electric light company. An 
endeavor will be made to install a dynamo 
and lighting plant to belong to the board. 

These were some of the things the com- 
mittee found in its report: 

The total expense of operation for last year was 


432. 

The amount of supplies handled was $220,000. 
It would cost from 5 per cent to 26 per cent more 
to have the goods delivered direct to the schools. 
Several supply firms refuse to consider a propo- 
sition by which they should deliver to individual 


schools. 

The loss entailed by delivering goods to schools 
without inspection and without the regulation of 
the supply department would mean a loss, prob- 
ably 10 per cent. This would mean an annual

So thé only thing for the Luxemburgers 
to do under the circumstances is to have 
patience, and not to become too exasperated, 
since in the ordinary course of things there 
will be in due time the longed for but much 
delayed heir. The matter is one of con- 
sidérable importance to the Luxemburgers, 
since the coritinuance of their independence 
and of their existence as a nation depends 
tq a great extent upon the perpetuation of 

dynasty, failing which the grand duchy 
is likely to be gobbled up by Germany, unless 
France goes to war with Germany to pre- 
vent such a thing from taking place. 


The name of Prince Peter of Orleans, eldest 
son of the ex-Crown Princess of Brazil, 
grandson. of Emperor Dom Pedro, and the 
chief and hope of the monarchist party in 
Brazil, must be added to the brief list of 
those royal personages who have made good 
their claim to the title of lion hunters. For 
the Prince has just returned from a big 
game hunting expedition in Portuguese Hast 
Africa, during the course of which he laid 
low With his rifie three lions, five hippopota- 
mi, éighteén buffaloes, efght crocodiles, be- 
sides a quantity of other game. 

The Prince traversed the entire territory 
lying between the River Pungue and the 
great River Zambeze—that is to say, a terri- 
tory absolutely virgin from a sportsman’s 
point of view—his only white companion 
being an American friend, Hubert Archer, 
a young fellow like himself, and the couple 
seems to have displayed a good ‘deal of 
pluck. 

It was this Prince’s younger brother Louis, 
who, under the name of Louis de Mercy,“ 
took part in the Boer war against the Eng- 
lish, fighting under the nsvaal flag. He 
has now gone to India to tigers. 

There are only two other royal Princes who 
can boast of having done any lion shooting. 
One of them is the present Duke of Braganza, 
legitimist pretender to the throne of Portu- 
gal, while the other is the Duke of Orleans, 
who spent some months in British East 
Africa, and likewise in Somaliland. 

The late Prince Henry of Orleans likewise 
had two or three lions to his credit. But as 
a general rule the big game bags of royal 
personages are restricted to tigers and ele- 
phants, which they can shoot with relative 
safety in India, and bears, which they hunt 
in Russia and in certain parts of Austria, 

The present Czar, the Austrian heir ap- 
parent, King Edward, the Prince of Wales, 
the Prince consort of the Netherlands, and 
Prince George of Greece have all done some 
tiger phooting in India, while the German 
Kaiser has actually harpooned a whale. But 
Hon shooting is a far more exciting and dan- 
gerous sport. For the quarry has to be 
stalked on foot, and if by any chance one 
makes a bad shot, or one’s gun misses fire, 
one is at the merey of the huge beast unless 
some trusty friend happens to be on hand.

Lord and Lady Dalrymple are nly 
pecullar people.

INSUFFICIENCY OF MOISTURE 
BULLS WHEAT MARKET. - 


Slight Yielding Early on Reports of 

_ Showers, but Strong Cables, Better 
Exports, and Small Northwest Re- 
eceipts Help the Advance — Corn 

- Helped by the Wheat Rally—Oats 
Up on Rumor That More of Contract 
Stock Wnl Be Shipped Out, 


After hesitating for two-thirds of the ses- 
sion because of uncertainty to what extent 
the drought in the Southwest had been 
broken, the wheat market turned strong on 
the discovery that rains reported from Kan- 
sas probably amounted to light showers only, 
and on a clear weather prediction for that 
State today. There was a net gain of %c In 
nearby deliveries, with the close at about top 
prices. The weather was the main considera- 
tion, but strong cables, ight receipts North- 
west, and a better export demand held the 
market firm at the opening, when there was 
a good deal of local selling on the prospects 
of rain. May sold from 76%-%c to 77%&c, and 
closed at Me. July reached 77%c and closed 
at 77%-%c; September closed at 77c split. 

At the opening there were predictions of 
rain in Kansas for the day, with cloudy 
weather generally over the Southwest, fol- 
lowed promptly by reports of rain at Topeka, 
Leavenworth, and Paola, Kas., the latter 
point on the edge of the southern wheat 
belt, and from St. Louis and St. Joseph, Mo. 
But the rains were characterized as light.“ 
the forecast was for clear weather, and the 
feeling of confidence that the crop was to 
be saved right away from al! fears of crop 
damage was shaken. Serious complaints 
drifted in from Texas, Oklahoma, and Kan- 
sas. There had been some selling for South- 
wes account early through Bartlett-Frazier, 
some buying by Richardson Dunn, and oth- 
ers, After holding around the previous closing 
price for some time good buying orders came 
in from the Southwest through McReynolds 
and other houses and the market worked up 
easily. Pit shorts covered, and above 77c for 
May there was buying by Cudahy and Patten 
brokers. There was moderate buying for 
country account, some selling for the North- 
west. The local crowd sold early because 
July wheat in Kansas City was e lower. 
There was finally a gain of 4-%c there. 


Northwest Receipts Light. 


The legitimate factors of domestic move- 
ment were decidedly bullish. The two 
Northwest points had only 177 cars between 
them, compared with 387 the week before 
and 424 a year ago. There were no claims 
from that section of any increasein farmers’ 
deliveries being likely for the present. The 
small receipts at Minenapolis re in active 
demand by millers and absorbed before the 
opening at % to %c over May for No. 1 
Northern. Chicago had only 11 cars, com- 
pared with 51 last year, and total primary 
receipts were only 356,448 bu, as against 
651,888 bu last year. Winter markets got 
only 65,000 bu and shipped 50,000 bu. There 
were sales of 120,000 bu for export by Chi- 
cago houses, the largest direct business in 
some time, although there were claims it

Corn Is Strong Market. 


The corn market was a comparatively 
small affair, but steady most of the session, 
the trade largely of a scalping character, 
but it grew firmer towards the close, with 
wheat, helped by support by the local bulls, 
Patten and Bartlett. There was apparently 
some Western buying. May sold from 615¢c 
to 62½ and ciosed at e split, a fet gain 
of %c.

The disposition early was to wait for the 
government report, to be issued on Monday, 
which will give the percentage of grain back 
in farmers’ hands.

A provision trader calls attention to the 
fact that no one seems to know how the lead- 
ers stand on the market.

Now it is an open question, and there is 
equal uncertainty as to the Armour attitude. 

And usually,” continued this trader, 
“when the outsider tan’t guess what the 
big fellows are doing it is a sign that some- 
thing startling is going to happen soon. 

The folly of having black or mixed oats 
the contract grade, when white oats are the 
commercial grade and are always at a pre- 
mium over them except during a corner, and 
even when a corner is in prospect, as at the 
present time, is apparent from a study of 
the receipts.

For the credit of botli the service and the 
country it is to be hoped that the charges 
of extreme cruelty to Filipino prisoners 
which have been preferred against Major 
Waller and Lieutenant Day of the Marine 
Corps will be found to be untrue. The two 
Officers endured frig suffering during 
an expedition across Samar, and their 
friends say that if the stories told of their 
éruelty to prisoners are true the only 
explanation is that both Major Waller and 
Lieutenant Day were insane at the time 


It may be worth noting that in every 
“instance where charges of inhumanity to 
the captured enemy have been brought 
against American officers they have 
been shown to be baseless, and, in 
most instances, to have been manufactured 
either in the hope of aiding the enemy's 


viduals against whom the circulators of 
the reports held a grudge. Some of the 
officers of the old Fourth Infantry, at the 
‘time when Grant was a Lieutenant in the 
command, were charged with killing Indian 
infants by dashing their brains out against 
the trees. This was during the Oregon war 
in 1850-51.

It was alleged that offi- 
cers in the Southwest retaliated for Apache 
atrocities by fearful cruelties inflicted on 
captives. Investigation showed these sto- 
ri be untrue.

ECONOMIES WHICH ARE NEGLECTED, 

The Council has made the appropriations 
for the current year. The lack of revenue 
is indicated by the fact that although this 
is a growing city the appropriation for 
the Police department falls $380,000 short 
of that of last year and the Fire depart- 
ment falls short $180,000. The Finance 
committee proposed that the Fire depart- 
ment be aided by handing over to it $100,- 
000 drawn from the sum set apart for street 
cleaning and garbage removal. To this 
the Council would not consent. The A.- 
dermen, reflecting perhaps the preferences 
of their constituents, voted down this prop- 
osition with much energy. é 

It is not so certain that there is not some 
other branch of the public service where 
the Council could have economized for the 
benefit of the Fire department without 
prejudicing public health and comfort as a 
decreased appropriation for garbage re- 
moval and street cleaning would prejudice it. 
The salaries of bridgetenders have been 
left substantially as they were, although the 
Citizens’ association has shown how these 
salaries could be cut down without injuring 
the service, so as to make a saving of $30,- 
000. In these days of inadequate revenues 
the unnecessary expenditure of $30,000 or 
of a smaller sum even should not be per- 
mitted, Rigid economy—parsimony—should | 
be the order of the day when there is such 
a gap between the revenue the city needs 
and the revenue it will collect. 

There are other branches of the municipal 
service besides the .bridgetenders’ where 
economies are feasible. There is the water 
pipe extension bureau, for instance. It has 
been given eight foremen and twenty-one 
assistant foremen. This is three times as 
many assistants as are necessary. There 
is no work for twenty-one men, An ap- 
propriation is made for hydrant inspectors. 
They are a superfiuity. The work they are 
supposed to do can be—and was at oue 
time—attended to by laborers. These un- 
necessary men in the weter extension de- 
partment are paid out of the revenues of 
the water office. The revenues are large, but 
the demands on them are great. Out of 
these heavily mortgaged revenues has to 
be defrayed the cost of the expensive inter- 
cepting sewers the city is constructing. 
Every dollar. which it is possible to save 
out of the expenses of the water depart- 
ment ought to be saved. No economy, no 
matter how petty, should be neglected. 

A few of the superfluous inspectors whose 


swept away, but not enough of them. If 
more of these ornamental gentlemen had 
been dropped there would have been more 
money at the disposal of the Council for 
necessary purposes. The Couricil should 
have disregarded the influences brought to 
bear on it by the friends, political or personal, 
of the considerable number of men who 
enjoy sinecures. Had it done so the health 
and property of citizens would haye been 
better protected than they will be this year. 
The Council has fallen short of utilizing 
to the best advantage the scanty revenues 
of the city. 


IMPROVEMENT OF COUNTRY LIFE. 
In the golden age country life was all 
that could be demanded eyen by the most 
exacting critic, and the glorious fellowships 
of shepherds and shepherdesses, the Cory- 
dons, the Chloes, and all that set, knowing 
none of the aspirations of medern life to- 
ward libraries, telephones, and free deliy- 
eries, were exceedingly happy all the time. 
It is not so now. Country life now has cer- 
tain awkward and exasperating disadvan- 
tages. Isolation and the want of good 
means of communication lie at the root of 
the difficulty. ; 
Farming is, no doubt, one of the most 
normal and healthful of occupations. At 
the same time it is, to a certain degree, 
narrowing and deadening. If to the pleas- 
urable and profitable features of the coun- 
try there could be added some of the pleas- 
urable and profitable features of the city, a 
great good would have been accomplished. 
If, besides fresh air, good food, and excellent 
health, the farmer could have the libraries, 
telephones, and free deliveries before men- 
tioned, as well as the concerts, the lectures, 
the theaters, the museums, and the con- 
stant and easy intercourse which are pos- 
sible in urban communities, the change in 
the tone of rural life would bring with it 
important and far-reaching consequences, 
That this change will some day be 
brought about is more than likely. Per- 
sons who are interested in the question say, 
technically, that rural life will be social- 
ized.” What is meant by “ socialization ” 
is indicated by the convention held last 
week at the Michigan Agricultural College. 
That convention was a joint affair. It was 
held under the auspices of two distinct 
bodies, the Michigan Farmers’ Institute 
and the Michigan Political Science asso- 
ciation. There were about eight hundred 
farmers in attendance, and the interest 
taken in the discussions of means of bet- 
tering farm life was strongly marked. The 
lectures were on many subjects. Henry 
C. Adams of Michigan University spoke on 
“The Higher Education and the People”; 
George B. Horton, Master of the State 
Grange, spoke on “Organization Among 
Farmers”; Professor Graham Tuylor 
spoke on “ The Church as a Center of Ru- 


the Agricultural department spoke on the 
relations between his department and the 
farmer; E. A. Prouty of the Interstate 
Commerce commission spoke on “ The De- 
pendence of Agriculture on Transporta- 
tion.“ A great deal of attention was paid, 
also, to the country school and the country 
school teacher. The whole spirit of che 
convention was that of a desire for im- 
proved means of social and intellectual 
progress. 
The same tendency is shown in an article 

in the Current Encyclopedia. Six. distinct 
influences are there discussed. In the first 
place, there is rural mail delivery, a subject 
too well known to need further explana- 
tion. In the second place, though perhaps 
more important than anything else, is im- 
provement in the roads. Chicago can, in 
some measure, réalize what this would 
mean. In the city, however, one has the 
street cars and the elevated railways. In 
the country one has neither. Impassable 
rogds there mean isolation, physical, so- 
cial, and intellectual. In the third place, 
| there is the gradual Introduction of electric 
roads; and in the fourth, the extension of 
te telephone service. Both these reforms 
save the farmer an immense amount of 
| time and tend toward leisure, which again 
| tends toward opportunity for pleasure and 
study. In the @fth place, there is the trav- 
eng brary. In New York and Michigan 
this method of supplying the lack of large 
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For the last few years there have been 
over 500 libraries of a hundred volumes 
each traveling over New York and furnish- 
ing the best books to vast numbers of peo- 
ple. Last of all, there are the great possi- 
bilities laid open by the idea of university 
extension. 

Mote need not be said. This slight sketch 
of the movement is enough to show its aim 
and its scope. It deserves success, and 
that it will have success in good time seems 
to be indicated by the reception it has had 
among the people whom it benefits. 


FRIENDLY INDUSTRIAL RIVALS. 

In his remarks at the banquet given to 
Prince Henry in Boston night before last, 
Richard Olney said that Americans have 
not, “ captured the world’s markets.” Wha 
they have done, he said— * 

Simply amounts to a challenge to all other na- 
tionalities, and we are now entering upon a strife 
for industrial supremacy the most intense and 
arduous the world has ever seen. Fortunate will 
it be if this contest does not, like so many others, 
degenerate into grim-visaged war, with all its 
unutterable brutalities and horrors. 

Mr: Olney thinks the errand of Prince 
Henry— 

Should do much to preclude so direa result. Un- 
der its influence the two countries are recognizing 
each other as generous and worthy rivals—are join- 
ing in @ sort of handshake as a courteous but 
significant preliminary to the combat before 
thern—and are thus in a way pledging themselves 
that, whatever the stress of the contest, it shail 
not transgress the rightful rules of the game nor 
overstep the limits which Christianized and civi- 
lized peoples ought to observe under whatever 
provocation. 

The United States and Germany certain- 
ly are to be great industrial rivals in the 
near future. Germany began first as an 
exporter of manufactured products, but the 
United States, which confined itself so long 
to the exportation of breadstuffs and pro- 
visions, is now striving to become the great 
manufacturing nation of the world. Wher- 
ever the agents of American manufactur- 
ers go they find the representatives of Ger- 
man manufacturers. In South American 
markets, geographically so near to the 
United States, Germany has a trade which 
Americans think they ought to have, and 
which they are trying to get. 

The intense business rivalry which is 
soon to come certainly will generate some 
friction. ‘That rivalry has, from time to 
time, since the dawn of civilization gener- 
ated bloody wars. Already Germany and 
the United States have had their minor 
disagreements. Germans do not relish the 
American treatment of their beet sugar, 
and Americans object to the exclusion of 
some of their products from Germany, 
Neither country is pleased with several of 
the provisions of the tariff laws of the 
other country. 

These are comparatively trivial matters. 
More serious causes of disagreement may 
arise in the future, but Mr. Olney is justi- 
fied in his belief that the cordial under- 
standing between the two nations brought 
about by Prince Henry’s visit will cause 
both of them to observe “the rules of the 
game in their industrial bouts. Rivalry 
will not be permitted to degenerate into 


enmity. 


THE PASSING OF THE NEGRO MINSTREL 

With the death of Neil Bryant, which 
occurred in New York on Thursday last, 
there has passed away the last of the old- 
time negro minstrels. By a curious coin- 
cidence Jack Haverly, “ Billy’ West, 


now “Neil” Bryant, the only prominent 
representatives left of the genuine burnt 
cork “artists,” have died within a few 
weeks of each other. With the exception 
of Haverly and Emerson, they were old 
men, but they preserved their sense of humor 
to the last. It was a genuine bit of humor, 
of the same kind that so moved Thackeray 
when he first heard the negro minstrels in 
America, when the dying impersonator said: 
Tell all my friends I have gone way back 
and sat down and they will find me on the 


With these men negro minstrelsy also 
passes. Perhaps it would be more correct 
to say that it passed away before they did. 
The minstrel troupes now on the stage have 
nothing in common with the old-time per- 
formers save their blackened faces. They 
represent no class and their programs are 
a hotchpotch of absurdly sentimental drivel 
and eccentric vaudeville specialties. The 
purpose of the old minstrels, beginning with 
the Christy troupe, fifty or more years ago, 
was to represent the plantation negro in 
his native humor and with all his racial 
peculiarities. The dances were the double 
shuffle, the breakdown, the pigeon wing, 
and the “Jim Crow.” The instruments 
were the banjo, the fiddle, the bones, and 
the tambourine. The songs were the racy 
plantation melodies, the jubilee hymns, and 
the melodies of a still higher and yet charac- 
teristic kind, which flowed so rapidly and so 
easily from the pen of Stephen C. Foster 
and were subsequently transplanted by 
Dvorak in his new world symphony as 
specimens of American folk music. In 
these minstrel performances the comedy 
of negro life in the plantation cabins, in 
the cotton fields, on the Mississippi River 
steamboats, and in the songs and dances of 
their recreation time was given with ad- 
mirable truth and humor. 

In the place of ali this we now have vaude- 
ville acts, “coon” songs, ragtime, senti- 
mental ballads, and, in fact, everything ex- 
cept negro minstrelsy. A row of performers 
with blackened faces sing and act a suc- 
cession of numbers which have no more rela- 
tion to the negro than they have to the 
Chinaman. Even the so-called “coon” 
song has nothing of the Ethiopian flavor. 
The sentimental ballad, when it was con- 
nected with the negro, as in “ Way Down 
on the Suwanee River,” “ O! Susanna,” 
“Old Dan Tucker,” “The Old Kentucky 
Home,” “Jump Jim Crow,” and others 
had an element of real humor, at times 
mingled with pathos, because of a personal 
motive in it. The sentimental ballad of the 
modern troupes, on the other hand, is sim- 
ply a mixture of sensational 
maudlin sentiment. When Billy Emer- 
son danced and sang The Big Sunflower ” 
he expressed the happiness of the darky en- 
joying his holiday. When a modern minstrel 
sings The Goo-Goo-Eves” he expresses 
mere drivel. Negro minstrelsy was com- 
paratively short lived, but it enjoyed great 
popularity. Few artists, indeed, have been 
more successful than the four in black 
who have just gone. They were comedians 
of a high order of talent.

EAR JOHN: Tou will find it hard to 
get rich in politics unless you make 
A good many compromises with your 
conscience. You couldn’t go into any 
business which offers as many temp- 
tations to a young man. At you amount to 
anything at all, you'll have a lot of offers 
from other and less scrupulous politicians 
to share with them the profits of deals,“ 
which, while inside the law, are outside of 
any nice idea of honor. You’ve got to be 
mighty careful how you handle such offers or 
you'll get a smudge on you which won't come 
off. Anyway, if you’ go into politics at all 
you'll find the temptation to be a good 
fellow so strong that unless you are strong- 
er you'll lapd at the 
gold cure or the D. 
T. ward of some hos- 
pital. 

The successful poli- 
ticlan doesn’t drink 
whisky. Just remem- 
ber that. He may buy 
whisky for other men, 
but he takes a glass 
of water” himself. 
This isn't a temper- 
ance lecture. It’s a 
statement of facts. 
Look up the machine 
politicians and big 


brains of the men he is using, but he keeps 
his own head clear. Not even an ordinary 
ward boss can hold his power for long if 
he drinks hard. 

Another thing a young politician must re- 
member is to keep faith with his friends. 
He may throw the con into his political 
enemies and rivals as much as he pleases, 
but among the men who work with and for 
him his simple word must be as good as his 
bond—or rather better. A politician who 
has the reputation of always keeping his 
word with his friends isn’t likely to be sold 
out by his underlings. Again, I'm not giv- 

ing you advice from 
| a moral but from a 


practical standpoint. 
With most of the 


power for any length 
of time the fact that 
they always keep their 
word is their chief 
stock in trade. 

For this reason a 
managing politician 
must be careful how 
he makes promises 
which he may not be 
able to keep. Nothing 
is so uncertain as pol- 
itics, and it’s a pretty 
safe rule never to 
make a promise the 
fulfillment of which 
depends upon politics 
without qualifying it 


possible.” 
“ Yes, I know it’s hard to get the old man 
to make a positive promise to do anything,” 
I heard a ward boss say one day of his chief, 
“but that’s because he always keeps his 
word. If you want promises go over to the 
other side and you'll be fed on them. But 
you'll find promises never made a man fat.” 
The man he was talking about is a bess 
o has run things as he liked for years. 
He is hopelessly ignorant and is supposed to 
be corrupt. But he always keeps his word to 
the letter, and consequently he has hun- 
dreds of loyal friends and allies who will 
go any length for him. 

You must learn not to lay up grudges 

against your political opponent, particularly 
in your own. party. 
Fight a man with 
every means in 
your power to 
the bitter end. But 
when the fight is end- 
ed—especially if you 
have won—don’t feel 
„gore at him At 
any rate, don’t show 
that you aresore. Do 
something for the 
leader of the opposi- 
tion if you can. Poli- 
* is full of surprises 
and 


one can never tell 
how soon or how badly 
he will need the sup- 
port of his recent ri- 
val. So after you've 
licked a man good and 
plenty let him up and 
offer him your hand 
and your confidence. 
If he’s an ally worth fg 
having he will be likely to accept it. 

Another thing. Don't get the idea that it's 
necessary for you to spend all the money 
you can get hold of and a little more. Once 
get the reputation that “you're easy 
money and a lot of good-for-nothings will 
hang round you and feed on you, and then 
go out and work for the other fellow. It 
doesn’t really do a politician any good to be | 
known as ‘a good spender.” The fellows 
you'll get around you in that way are not 
worth having, and, at any rate, they are not 
sincere. It's a good deal better to be shrewd 
and careful with your money, just as you 
would be in any other 
business. Some of the 
most successful men 
I know in politics are 
sven “tight” in money 
matters. 

When you get to 
working actively with 
the machine, as of 
course you will if you 
are really going into 
politics as a profes- 
sion, there are a lot 
of other things you 
ought to remember, 

In the first place, 
you may find it wise

Governing Committee of Western Union 
Fails to Meet and Two Supposed | 
Causes Are Assigned. - 


The Governing committee of the Western 
union did not meet yesterday. It was an-
